He commented that Chairman S'ennis 
continues to be concerned about the trend of events in Indochina, and 
remains skeptical of the rather optimistic briefings he has been getting 
from Defense representatives. He also indicated Stennis had expressed 
some feeling that our strategic defense requirements were being neglected 
as a result of preoccupation with local hot spots. 

We brought Braswell up-to-date on certain items regarding the 
Soviet manned bomber force and Soviet submarine deployment.
